In 
this Colsny ngricullore has not made 
that progress which the highly favofH 
able ooudilions presented would lend 
one to expect. Compnralivoly few have 
been found willing to devote ihemselves 
to it, and of those who have lower still

not pay." Does not pay ? Theio must 
be 'something radically wrong when 
such a statement is made iu a fcriilo, 
highly favored land like ibis. One 
reason for this anomalous condition tuny 
be found in the fact that ot tbono wlio 
have chosen this, tho most certain road 
to independence, a largo poreontaf^o in 
composed of perhona who have suddenly 
become agriculturists — who are totally 
nnacquaintttd with tho rudiments of -ho 
seience. Now, it is obvious that; oUch 
persons labor under great diBadvantage 
for some time at least. Ii woald bo a 
great absurdity for a young man who 
• had Hpent some few years ofhiuliloiu 
training tor a boot-maker, suddenly 
taking to surveyiog.wilh tho hope of im- 
mediate success. No less absurd would 
it bo to find meu springiug from all tho 
tradf-s under heaven,flu8hod with a little 
jwealtb, or imbued with a desiro to try 
(beir fortunes at farming, suddenly 
pluDging into the abyss of ugriculiuro, 
and all meet with immudiaio success. 
Far be it from us to di«oourage persons 
wholly unacquainted with the science of 
agriculture turning? their attaritioD to 
it In this country ; lor it is our firm con- 
viclion that a careful and industrious 
person, possessod of au averai^e cfick 
of pluck and plod will more smely miiiio 
his way to comtor.ablo indopendeuc" 
in tbis pursuit ihun in any other. Such 
pereoDS muct not, however, niako habio 
to:.ffet rich at farmiug, or tlioy are al- 
most oeriaio to fall. We have saia thai 
agricallare is a ecionce, and tbut very 
manv ot those who liave engaged iu it, in 
this'Coloiiy are not soieniifiu pe^^ous, 
and hence tbe cases of failure, and tbe 
frequeot cry that "it won t pay." Tiie»o 
ftctnifurm excellent arguments in fu- 
Torof the eBtablisbment of Farmer's 
Clubs, Agricultural Societies, annuj.! 
fixhibitious, Ploughiug-matcbes, &o., 
thetendeooy of all wtiicb is to uflura 
iuexperieneed pereons ov>portnnitiob for 
improvement. Such asaooiaiioQS and 
compeiitiODB are recognized aa e^sentiul 
to any considerable decree ofsaccess in ■ be 
oldest coantriMS, where agriculture has 
been brought to the highest stale of p>-rfe^- 
tion. How much moie necessary must 
tbey" be in a new country like tbiB.wiiete 
many of our agrioulturiBtf are complete 
novices in the art, and where even the 
moat experienced aromet by new condi. 
tions of oliu ate and .oil ? We are leH 
to believe that many of our farmers, 
eappcially those upon this Island, feudly 
neglect tbai rotation of crops, by which 
alone the beatof s-Zil can maintain its 
Ti-ror and productiveness, in not a 
few inslanoea, wo are told, this good 
old rule ia totally neglect td. Our lar- 
tnera may teat, assured that tbis rule

More cannot be bad from a thing 
than It possefai'B ; and if we sow huu 
seed, or seed defioieut in the iruoseminal 
qoalities, we ought, iu the very nature 
• of things, to expeot a crop defect ive 
either iu quality, quantity, or both. The 
celebrated .axiom in cattle-breedini;, 
that "like prodncos like," ao siriki 'gly 
illuBlraied among ihe watering-troughs 
of Padan^aratu, and fully established by 
all aubstquent experience, may, no 
doubt, be tquaily depended upon in the 
vegetable creation. Slovenlineas in 
tillage is another serious f'anlt which, 
we. fear, prevails lo an alarming extent. 
By neglecting roialloo ot crops and a 
thorough atid systematic tillage, many a 
furinor isovcrtakm by a crop of jjor- 
r-icioua weeds which it will oecnpy halt 
hiH time to keep ur^dcr, or which wdl 
drive him away allogeiher. The most 
effectual remedy lor all tbt se faults la to 
. be attained throngli tho means wo have 
already suggested— that ol drawing the 
farmers logetber. at learn otico u 
year, in Iriondly rivalry, to bo 
witnesses of each other's buccpss or 
failure, as the caw may be. A very 
BQOcessfol agriculiural (xhibiiion has 
just been helu ; and we. venture to ex- 
ptct smooth Bailing in that deparlinoiit, 
in luluro. It affordrt us vary great salis 
faction to ob".ervo that iho Saanich 
farmers have, iu the moHl spirited and 
practical way, inaugurated ploughlt^y,

Remiuiscence ol Byrou's Oooa Com- 
pauioUi Capiaiu AledwiOa 

(Communication to the Poril4a(l,Uatne, Advorttoer.) 

Tho moral ntraosphere in which Byron's 
uiitue lil'! was spont was lor the most part 
very far from pure. A few yeaia ego tbe 
writer ol tbis article, then living in a German 
uoiversily town, accidentaily became ac- 
quainted witb the Captain Medwiowbowas 
au<barity for tbe 'Deat Duck' oommeneement 
of I^ady Byron'a loiter — at that time an old 
man, decrepit with ago and enfeebled by 
diseuBo and melancholy withal because ol 
tho receut death of an elderly lady with 
whom be bad lived in thos4 relatioos of 
Platonic intimacy hallowed by ths malual 
aiiac'iment of Oowper and Mrs Uonin. A 
c.i.-'Ual ooquaittanco witb this unhappy man 
was sufficient to dissipate tbe last vestige of 
that foolhardy admiration which every boy- 
l}ood conceives for Ihe wild life led by Byron 
and bis fellow roues at Newstead. Captain 
Medwin bad oome ol a good family— being a 
cousin of Shelley— was a One scholar, hating 
made the aoo",uaiotance ol Ihe ilassio writers 
111 ibeir own language and oo what is left of 
ihoir soil, and in his day bad enjoyed soma 
repot ition aa a man of letters. But as I 
know him he could have been only tbo wreck 
of what he had been once. Uis face bote 
unmistakeable evldeooa of a mind- ill at ease. 
He was crabbed, fretlnl, misnnlhropic, and 1 
landed jaalous of the well-e.irued repuiation 
of the men who rule in the English risulm ol 
letters at the present time. He ridiculed 
TenoysoD and spoke disapprovingly of Bol- 
wer; but complimented Longfellow and de- 
clared that he would rather have written Poe'a 

HavcMi' than any other poem of tba present 
century. I know not wbetbnr he Blill'-gut- 
vives, but if bo does ont, death has dene lot 
him a more liiendly office than was in tho 

power of friend or lelative ; it has soothed a 
spirit to nbiob a life miiapeot bad made 

tost impossible here.
